Siboney, July 1, 3:30 p.m., vin Palyn 
del Este, Guantauniuo Bay, — At. one 
o'clock this afternoon, after over lWo 
hours' terrific lighting, the Spanish be- 
gun to leave their entrenchments nnd 
retreat into the city.

Kootenay Circuit Satisfactorily Com- 
pleted—Meeting :it Kamloops To- 
Day. 

Nakusp, July 1— (Special.)— After ad- 
dressing attentive audiences at Silverton 
yesterday afternoon and here last even- 
ing Premier Turner this morning com- 
pleted his tour of the Kootonays i ml took 
boat for the C.P.R., intending to ad- 
dress one more meeting nt Kninloops on 
Saturday afternoon, and reach home 
Sunday evening, lie- has held meetings 
ut Hevelstoke, Nelson, Itosslnnd, Trail, 
Kaslo, Sandoiij New Denver, Slocan 
City, Silverton and here, and at en eh and 
every place has received enthusiastic as- 
surances of the increased popularity of 
his government and its policy. 

The incessant work has "told severely 
upon his throat, but ho cannot but feci 
abundantly satlsiied with the result of 
bis tour. The indications are that West 
Kootenay will return two if not three 
pledged government supporters. 

THE DAY AT \VASilINCTOX. 

Fall of Santiago Hourly Looked For— 
Race Against Camara to Manila. 

Washington, July 1.— The cabinet was 
in session, for two hours to-day hut no 
important action was taken, The ses- 
sion was mainly occupied with a discus- 
sion of the news from Santiago. Gen. 
Shaffer's despatch was read aloud before 
the members of the cabinet. There was 
a general finding of gratification shown 
at the co-operation referred to by Ad- 
miral Siunpson. Careful plans to this 
end were made in a general way sonic 
time ago, though leaving to Sampson the 
greatest discretion. After the cabinet 
meeting Secretary Dong said the fleet 
under Sampson wus co-operating to the 
fullest extent with the land forces and 
that he expected great results. He sug- 
gested that there were two conditions 
contained in the Santiago question. "One 
; s," lie said, "we will surely win; and the 
other that it. will come about after hard 
lighting. Of this we are certain." The 
sentiment in the cabinet was that there 
was .a strong possibility that. lh>e fall of 
Santiago might be announced at any 
time now. 

Assurance was given at to-day's ses- 
sion of the cabinet fo the expectation of 
the adininistraiton that Germany would 
not interfere at Manila. There was some 
discussion on this point, hut both the 
President and Secretary Day said they 
had received assurances that there wus 
no unfriendly action contemplated on the 
part of tlie German empire. They ex- 
prosed the belief that tnere was no foun- 
dation for the reports of the unfriendly 
attitude of Germany and of radical steps 
contemplated by that government and 
indicated their personal conviction that 
there need be no serious apprehension on 
that, score. Several members of the cab- 
inet do not share this confidence in the 
German altitude. 

The administration has much confi- 
dence in the judgment and the tact of 
both Admiral Dewey and Gen. Morritt. 
The latest advices, it was reported to the 
cabinet, were that Admiral Camilla's 
Spanish fleet would proceed through the 
Suez canal on it.s journey to the Phil- 
ippines. This, however, is discounted 
by previous expectations ami prepara- 
tions and there is confidence in the arrival 
of the Monterey, the Moaadnnck and the 
Charleston off Manila before Camara 
can possibly reach there.

Imperial Institute. Two hundred and 
fifty Canadians were present. The 
guests included the Marauis of Lome, 
the Duke of Norfolk, the Earl of Dun- 
raven, Baron Herschel and Sir Charles 
Tapper. There were many friendly re- 
ferences made to the United States. 

Lord Strathcona and Mount Royal 
proposing "The Dominion of Canada," 
dwelt on the "Oneness of Canadians and 
Britons." He said that a very pleasant? 
feature of the situation was the better 
relations Canada sustains towards her 
neighbors, the great people of the United 
States, He prayed fervently, he declar- 
ed, that the newly appointed commission 
might secure most satisfactory results, 
for botli countries. He eulogized Baron 
Herschel and Sir Wilfrid Laurior, the 
Dominion Premier, who, he was confi- 
dent, would safeguard the interests of 
Canada ami Great Britain. He said 
Canada did not wish to stand at. arms' 
length with the United States, hut on 
the contrary desired to keep on the most 
friendly terms with that country.

liOILING WATER. WITHOUT FIRE. 

The Only Trick About It Is to Stir It Long 
and. Hard Enough. 

It Is possible to make a pnll of water 
boll without putting it on the lire and 
without:' applying external heat to it In urn- 
way, says the Philadelphia ■ Inquirer. lii 
fact, you can make n pall of water bull bv 
simply stirring it with a wooden paddle. 
The feat A\us recently performed in the 
physical laboratory of Johns Hopkins Uni- 
versity, in Baltimore, Mil., mid anyone 
may do It wilth a little trouble and perse- 
rerence. 

All yon have to do Is to place vour water 
In a iiail— It may be Ice water, If necessary 
—and stir It with a wooden paddle. If 
>ou stir it long enough It will certainly 
boil. Five hours of constant and rapid 
stirring are sufficient to perform the feat 
successfully. Tlio water will, after a 
time, grow warm, anil then It will grow 
hot— so hot, In fact, that you cannot hold 
your hand Ju.it— and finally it will boll, 
i'rof. Ames, of Johns Hopkins, annually Il- 
lustrates some of the phenomena of bent 
by having one of his students perform the 
trick In from- or bis class. It Is a tiresome 
Job. but It Is [perfectly feasible. 

The point which Prof. Ames wishes to 
Illustrate Is What Is known as the mechani- 
cal equivalent of beat. It requires just so 
many foot pounds of work to develop a 
given quantity of heat. By turning the 
paddle in the water nt regular speed It Is 
possible to rind out just how much work Is 
required to raise the temperature of water 
one degree. The best measurement so far 
made, and, in fact, the one which is ac- 
cepted as the Standard of the world, is that 
which was measured. Ill Johns Hopkins Uni- 
versity, 

Heat Is developed in almost any sub- 
stance which Is subjected to continuous or 
very violent action. It Is nn old trick for 
n blacksmith to forge without tire. Long 
continued and violent hammering on two 
pieces of wire will heat I hem to such an 
extent that thev can he welded together. 
A lead bullet. If shot directly at a stone 
wall, will dewlup heat enough by the con 
tact to melt ami fall to the ground n mol- 
ten mass. There are many other occn 
slons wherein this mechanical .development 
Of heat become* manifest.

Is Visiting British Columbia and Is 
Pleased With Canndu's Develop- 
ment. . 

There is at present staying at the 
, Driurd General Sir Henry AVilkiuson, 
[who has come to British Columbia for 
a pleasure trip from Manitoba and in- 
tends seeing the attractions of this part 
of the world before returning home to 
the Old Country. He lias held a ter- 
ritirial command of division in the North 
of England though for some years now 
ritorial command of division in the North 
yesterday he said he hud interests in 
Manitoba which, occasionally brought 
him over to Canada. This time he had 
combined his journey to British Co- 
lumbia and ho certainly was most fav- 
orably impressed with the conditions ex- 
isting here. He bad spent a week in 
the Sloean country, where some excellent 
fishing was obtained below Pennington 
Palls and he was much interested with 
what he say in Nelson, the silver metro- 
polis of the Koootenuys. 

He intimated that British Columbia 
generally was attracting considerable 
attention at home, and he thought a 
strong movement of British capital would 
set in in this direction. Manitoba was 
experiencing a wave of prosperity nt 
present, owing to the good seasons tor 
crops, while the discoveries of gold at 
the Lake of the Woods in West Ontario 
would tend to lix attention generally 
upon Canada as a field for mining in- 
vestment 

The General said he thought England 
would not penult of any interference 
with the States on the part Of the other 
powers In that country's dealings with 
Spain's captured colonies. There was 
a sincere feeling in England that the 
time was rife for a rapprochement be- 
tween the two great Anglo-Saxon na- 
tions and while? there must he faults in 
nations as in individuals, these must be 
overlooked in contemplating the grand 
object held in view. Then (he peoples 
would 'understand each other better and 
prejudices and old-time antipathies would 
pass away. 

Noting that yesterday was Dominion 
Day, he said he was pleased (o see the 
loyalty which the people here exhibited 
for their national holiday and their sin 
cere nride in being such a great branch 
of the Empire.

Washington, June 22— The new Kus- 
siiin ambassador. Count Cassiui, will be 
formally received by President Mc Kin- 
Icy within a day or two. The coining 
of the ambassador at this time, when 
Europe is keenly alert to (lie progress of 
the war, excites more than ordinary in- 
terest, for it is known that he brings a 
message of the heartiest good will on the 
part of the Russian government. He 
comes from a distinguished' family, and 
his diplomatic services have made him 
tin influential factor in government cir- 
cles at St. Petersburg, His last post 
was at Pekin, where he was in charge 
through the recent complications accom- 
panying and following Germany's occu- 
pying Kiao j Chan, Count Cassini is a 
linguist, si*ekinsr se.en languages, includ- 
ing Chinese and other Oriental tongues, 
and in anticpation of his Washington 
service bo is fast adding English to the 
list. 

When seen at the IEussian embassy 
the ambassador expressed his satisfac- 
tion at having the opportunity of renew- 
ing at Ihis juncture the cordial senti- 
ment which have so long existed in Kus- 
sia toward the United States. He said 
he was authorized to *n"e this sentiment 
the fullest and most oositive expression. 
The sympathies between the two coun- 
tries have become traditional, lit" said, 
and at no time was the feeling more 
hearty than at pr3sent. 

When Count Cassini was asked if the 
Russian people and press shared his 
feeling of the Russian government he 
answered that the people thoroughly 
shared in it. As to the press, however, 
its powcv for good had not been develop- 
ed, and there was no established press 
reflecting the views of the government 
and serving us n powerful exponent of 
public opinion. One Russian newspaper, 
having a Jewish editor, has published 
an article somcwbnt unfavorable to the 
United States, which the ambassador 
understood had received rather serious 
attention in this country as an evidence 
that Russia was not entirely friendly. 
But this paper Count Cassini said ex- 
pressed only the views of its editor, and 
without standing with the govern- 
ment, or authority to express its views. 
As a matter of fact, the publication was 
directly contrary to the attitude of Itus- 
sia toward (he United States. As show- 
ing how little tlie Russian press voiced 
the sentiments of the Russian govern- 
ment, the ambassador said that despite 
the extremely warm relations between 
IUissin and Prance some of these publica- 
tions frequently asserted that Prance 
j.nd Knssia were at serious odds. 

Count Cassini was usked whether Ilus- 
sia looked with apprehension upon the 
American occupation of the Philippine 
Islands. He replied that Russia was 
naturally deeply concerned in any move- 
ment affecting the great problem of the 
Far East The Philippines were, to 
some extent, a part, or an outpost, of the 
Par East, and who was to control them, 
if they passed out of the control of 
Spam, was of interest and importance to 
Russia. But, so far as Russia herself 
was concerned, Count Cassini said that 
her sphere of activity was confined to 
the Par East proper, and not to the Phil- 
ippines and .other outlying islands, which 
could have only an indirect and remote 
influence iu the development of the East.. 

In response to an iuquLry ns to wheth- 
er Russia was likely, alone or witli oth- 
er powers, to look with disfavor upon the 
control of the Philippines by the- United 
States, the ambassador said that the did 
not apprehend any change in the present 
good relations between the United States 
and Bussia. He added, however, that 
it seemed to be quite undesirable Hint the

MUMMIES OF BRITISH MUSEUM. 

The Large and Interesting Collection in 
the Egyptian Hooms. 



THE SIBERIAN RAILWAY. 

Progress of Work on the Groat Road— Its 
Prospects Outlined by the Director 
of the Company. 

Interviewed by a correspondent In Vienna 
the Russian court counsellor, Theodor de 
Valujoff, director of the Siberian railway, 
passing through the Austrian metropolis on 
tils way to Bohemia to take the Mnrlenbad 
waters, said: " I am persuaded that our 
new line will prove of Inestimable service 
to an average international travelling 
world, Irrespective of Its being a veritable 
boon from an agricultural, Industrial and 
Commercial point of view, and to give pub- 
licity through the channels of the world's 
press is to secure popularity for our gigan- 
tic enterprise, and sympathy and friends. 
By 1004 the globe-trotter availing himself 
of the line will be able to clrcumlocutc the 
globe In ,'tu days, by which time, notwlth- 
slandlng the gigantic difficulties obstruct- 
ing our onward course, we sanguine!}' hope 
to have extended our operations from 
Tscheljubinsk to Vlndlvostock. As yet 
the Hue extending from Tscheljablnsli to 
Ob, a small town situated on the river III), 
is 1,320 worsts in length. This stretch of 
country, for the most part, Is void of scenic 
attractions, and in portions extreim-lj 
monotonous, especially when penetrating 
the vast west Siberian steppes. The line 
is also completed from Oh to Krusnojarsk, 
on the Jonlssel river, which adds Tin 
wersts to the stretch In working operation. 
Then there Is the branch line to Tomsk, 
the capital of the country, and tills lias 
quite recently boon opened. A bridge 
1,1100 metres In length is to span the Jenes- 
sel liver. It is In process of construction, 
unci will constitute a masterpiece- of engi- 
neering. In the meantime we manage to 
do without, seeing that the entire train, 
loaded with workmen and building mater- 
ial, Is run on to two powerfully constructed 
steamers of great size crossing and re- 
crossing the river." 

"And In winter, with the river-bed fro- 
zen over '! " ventured the correspondent. 

" Nothing easier. I assure you. We sim- 
ply place the rails across the Ice on the 
latter having gained the requisite tliieic- 
ness. excluding nil possibility, scientifically 
viewed, of breaking In. and all goes on as 
merrily as the marriage bells. Across the 
ilver CM wersts of line are finished, and 
by the end of August this year we shall 
communicate by rail with Irkutsk. This 
fact in itself Is well worth recording, and 
I hope you will make mention of it In your 
report, simply because Irkutsk is a centre 
of great importance, being the largest of 
or Siberian cities. The country Is exceed- 
ingly mountainous further on from Atsch- 
Insk to Irkutsk, and the manifold dllTiueul- 
tles our engineers and builders have to 
confront absorbed their Ingenuity and dex- 
terity to a surprising degree. 

" I may go on to describe our enterprise 
as an essentially Russian one. It is Rus- 
sian to the backbone, and I trust you will 
lend Credence to my assertion when I tell 
von that not a single nail of our plant, 
screw, hammer, much less machine or 
measure. Is of foreign make. Besides, only 
Russian subjects are engaged in the work. 
You see Alexander III. promulgated an im- 
perial ukase, according to which, to the 
exclusion of foreign competition. Russian 
material, Russian experts and Russian 
hands should nlone la iployed. The re- 
sults achieved thus far have been highly 
commendable, and we are beginning to ex- 
perience that Russia, cast oh Its own re- 
sources, is capable of things as great, as 
durable, and up to as high a standard as 
Its western neighbors. Oh, yes.

The visitor to the exhibition gallcru 
on thfc upper floor of the British museum 
during tin,' last few weeks can not have 
failed to notice that a comprehensive 
arrangement of the mummies ami coffins 
in the first and second Egyptian 'rooms 
was in. .progress, for confusion and dis- 
order were visible everywhere in" these 
parts of the northern gallery, which 
seems to. have been sibitndohod to a lit- 
tle army of workmen of all kinds. The 
old cases which lined the walls wore be- 
ing repainted and polished, new crises to 
stand on each side qX the gangway were 
being constructed, and the floor was lit- 
terally strewn with the mummified bod- 
ies of Egyptian priests and officials of 
every kind and in the coffins in which 
they were buried. But the disorder has 
become order by degrees, ami little by 
little the dead occupants of the wall and 
standard cases have been restored to 
their allotted places, ami we are now 
-able to get an idea of the extent and im- 
portance of the line collection of mum- 
mies and collins which now fill the grat- 
er part of two largo rooms. 

The first fact which strikes the ob- 
server who has known the Egyptian col- 
lection of the British museum for about 
twenty years is the that sepulchre section 
of it has just about trebled itself since 
IS78, in which year it was possible to 
put the whole of it, without much crowd- 
ing, in the room which is now called the 
first vase room. About 1880 the late Dr. 
Bireh was able to expand it somewhat, 
and the mummies and collins were re- 
moved to the room now known as the 
third Egyptian room: a littJe later some 
very important acquisitions of sepulchral 
objects were made by the trustees, and 
us a result a portion of tho room now 
called the second Egyptian was occupied 
by collins and funeral furniture. After 
the removal of tho natural history col- 
lections to South Kensington, Dr. Birch 
had more space allotted to him, and the 
large, handsome room now known as 
the south Egyptian room was almost 
filled by the old and more recently ac- 
quired collections. Sonic years lat-'r, 
under the rule of Sir Edward Maunde 
Thompson, K.C.B., it was decided to re- 
arrange the whole of the Egyptian col- 
lection, and two rooms were sot apart 
for the exhibition of the growing sec- 
tion of it, which included mummies anil 
collins. It soon became evident that 
more space was urgently needed if the 
best objects were to be fittingly exhi- 
bited for the inspection of the public, 
which is always keenly interested in 
mummified human remains, and the 
trustees, therefore, have within the last 
few years cut skylights in the rooms 
and bricked up the windows in them on 
the north wall of the museum. 

This having been done, new, handsome 
n.nhogany and plate-glass cases we.-e 
built along the whole space gained on 
the north wall, anil the accommodation 
available for the sepulchral section was 
thereby more than doubled. The advan- 
tage of ti top light for the examination 
of mummies and other objects wnich are 
exhibited in a horizontal position is evi- 
lent, and now that in the new cases 
the tops are made of glass instead of 
1, the visitor gains the full ndvan- 
of the skylights. With a few excep- 
tions, the old pylon-shaped cases which 
1 on each side of the gangway have 
been superseded by light but strong ro 
angular cases, and. owing to the large 
■ize of the squares of glass used and the 
iglit iron standards which support the 
■xhibited specimens, the visitor can ex- 
amine them with ease on every side. YVo 
may notice, too, that the coffins, which 
were formally placed at. tho back of the 
wall cases, have been brought forward 
close to the glass, and the painted scenes 
and inscriptions, with which most of 
them are profusely decorated, may be 
easily and thoroughly examined. The 
general view of both rooms is distinctly 
hue, and it is to be wished that other 
collections of mummies and collins, bo\h 
Europe and in Egypt, were as well 
housed. 

:Vn examination of the contents of the 
cases of the first and second Egyptian 
rooms as now exhibited shows that tin? 
British museum possesses about forty- 
four mummies and about eighty collins, 
not including covers of collins and var- 
ious fragments. Taken together, these 
represent a period of about 4000 years, 
'fhe oldest mummified human remains 
in the museum are those of Mycerinus 
icase A), the builder of the pyramid of 
Uizeb, about B. 0. 3(540; and the most 
Ulpdem those of a lady whose name is 
unknown, who, together witli her three 
children, was mummified about. A. D. 
100 (cases EE). The cover of the coffin 
of .Mycerinus, which is exhibited be- 
low the fragments of his mummy, is in- 
scribed with a text that, in his time was 
already thousands of years old, and it 
is noteworthy that, at: this remote period 
the king is inscribed as "living forever" 
by the words on it. No further proof 
that the Egyptians, in the earlies' 
times, believed in the resurrection and 
in a future life is needed.

A BRITISH COLUMBIAN POLICY. 

"Therefore, 1 say to you. we arc before 
you as British Columbians ou a British 
Columbian policy." This is the language 
of the Hon. J. II. Turner, Premier of 
British Columbia, ami we veuture to say 
that it will appeal to every resilient of 
the province. British Columbians bhouM 
stand on n British Columbian plat form. 
The verdict of all visitors to this ,irov- 
inee is fust that they are surprised at 
the seemingly boundless resources which 
await development, and, secondly, that 
the people of the East are profoundly 
ignorant of the necessities ot this por- 
tion of the Dominion and of the advant- 
age which its development would ho to 
the rest of Canada. A. prominent New 
Brunswick business man, who has just 
finished a tour though the ruining dis- 
tricts of the province, expressed these 
sentiments to this paper. Lie was es- 
pecially emphatic in regard to the Ig- 
norance of Eastern people as to the 
field that was open here for enterprise, 
capital and public development. "If we 
knew in the East," he said, "what op- 
portunities British Columbia offers to 
our young men, who have hitherto oeen 
compelled to go to the United States to 
seek employment, we would not hear 
so much of the objection raised to fed- 
eral expenditures within your prov- 
ince." Indeed, it is safe to say that 
the only men who do not make it a busi- 
ness to malign British Columbia and 
mis-represent its claims and its pros- 
poets are those who identify, and per- 
haps properly so, the Hon. J. H. Turner 
and his ministry with' the progress of 
the province and with the claim that 
justice has not been done to it by the 
federal authorities, and therefore 
to serve their personal ends de- 
cry our great resources and deny the 
assertions of our just fights. Does Mr. 
Turner take his stand upon the public 
plat form and declare that there are mil- 
lions upon millions of acres of land in 
British Columbia awaiting development 
— the News- Advertiser tells him that he 
is wrong, that the country is a sen of 
mountains, that but a comparatively 
small area awaits development and that 
the must of this is too remote to be 
utilized for an indefinite period to come 
Docs the Colonist say that the province 
is being unfairly treated by the Domin- 
ion and that it is entitled to sonn 
turn fi r the enormous surplus which 
it pays into the Dominion exchequer - 
the Times replies that it. hopes this de- 
mand for fair play will utterly fail. 
Does the government submit measure 
"to the legislature for the purpose Df aid 
iug, as far as the finances of the prov- 
ince will allow, in the opening up of 
the great regions awaiting colonization 
and development — the opposition to a 
man rise in their places and declare 
'that the credit of the country will not 
stand it, that the development which 
will ensue will not warrant the outlay. 
Does" a government newspaper, as tl.e 
Colonist did only a few days ago, state 
(hat the people of this province are jon- 
'tented, prosperous and happy— it is foith- 
witlt met by the assertion by an op- 
position newspaper, the Times, that dis- 
tress is felt in all parts of the agricul- 
tural Community and the farmers are 
far from being in a prosperous condi- 
tion. When the Colonist said that the 
credit of the business men of British Co- 
lumbia stood as high as that of any 
other business community in the world, 
the Times categorically denied the 
rstatement. When the government press, 
at a time when the eyes of the world 
are attracted to British Columbia, points 
out; that the province could absorb a 
largo number of immigrants, who would 
(find new markets opening in all direc- 
tions for agricultural produce, the op- 
position press reply that the farmers 
•now here an; burdened with deld, groan- 
ing under taxation, crushed by monopoli- 
ists and, in short, picture a scene of 
desolation and woe. Do any men of 
capital contemplate investing in British 
Columbia — they are forthwith assailed 
by the opposition press and by the oppo- 
sition members of the legislature with 
all manner of abuse, and every effort is 
made to hamper their operations. Does 
word go out to the financial world that 
British Columbia has decided upon mak-' 
ing a loan for tha purpose of advancing 
certain great railway enterprises and 
id her public works— the opposition press 
and opposition speakers exliaustnTprir 



is worthless and to make it appear that 
the money which has been borrowed 
for public works has been corruptly 
squandered. We have in the brief re- 
capitulation above not half covered the 
field, but we have said enough to show 
to the people the difference between a 
British Columbian policy and an anti- 
British Columbian policy. A British 
Columbian policy means the mainten- 
ance of the credit of the province at the 
high position which it now occupies— 
higher than that of any other colonial 
possession of the British Empire with 
the single exception of the Dominion of 
Canada. A British Columbian policy 
means the assertion .of the just claims of 
this province upon the federal govern- 
ment and an effort to obtain some re 
compense for the millions of dollars 
which have been paid into the federal 
treasury by the province and for which 
no return has ever been received. A 
British Columbian policy menus' that 
when capitalists are invited to invest 
their money in this country, they shall 
not be hampered by unreasonable eon 
ditions and intimidated by experiment: 
in legislation which will drive those who 
are now in the country out and keep 
others from taking their places, as has 
been done by the experiments in legisla- 
tion in New Zealand about which tin 
opposition are never tired of prating, 
A British Columbian policy means that 
the matchless resources of this imperial 
province shall be made known to th 
world and shall be opened to the world 
by railways and highways. A British 
Columbian policy means that the great 
agricultural possibilities of British Co 
lumbia shall he fully developed and 
that the expanding markets of the prov- 
ince shall he supplied by British Colum- 
binn farmers. In short, a British Co 
lumhian policy means that the provinci 
shall he fitted to be what nature intend 
cd it to hi' — the stepping-stone from 
which the British race will move for- 
ward to the great conquests in the Ori 
ent which await it. We have here : 
province that may well inspire its sons 
to efforts at the evolution of a states 
manlike policy. It is nut the languagi 
of exaggeration to say that in the whole 
British Empire there is no place wheri 
there is greater scope for statesman- 
ship than British Columbia presents to 
day. The Colonist expresses an opin 
ion formed only after years of investi- 
gation, when it says that there is no 
part of the world to-day for which th 
future holds greater prospects in stor 
than fur British Columbia— a provinc 
of imperial dimensions, of imineasure- 
able wealth, a province of commanding 
geographical position, a province \vhos< 
climate and soil are of the kind that 
nourishes a conquering race, enjoying 
the protection of the British Hag and tin 
matchless prestige which that protection 
affords. Truly, if there is a country 
which the sun in its daily course shines 
upon, where the people should feel 
spired to resolve upon the perfecting 
of a policy of progress, it is this great 
province of British Columbia. There- 
fore, the Colonist urges every voter 
British Columbia to stand with the lion. 
,T. H. Turner as a British Columbian on 
a British Columbian platform. The fu 
ture is ours if we have the courage and 
the patriotism to grasp the glorious a\ 
portunitics which are at hand. Let: all 
British Columbians stand upon a British 
Columbia n platform. Let: the word go 
to the world that we are determined to 
unite in a supreme effort to realize the 
promise of the future.

THE OPPOSITION CAMPAIGN. 

There is only a week left in which to 
carry on the election campaign. The 
opposition papers will have -in oppot 
tunity of issuing only six more numbers 
It would seem, therefore, nearly time for 
them to present arguments, if they hav 
them, why the government should be ib 
fentel, Of personal insults to gentlemen, 
some of whom are not seeking anything 
at the hands of the people, there lias 
been an abundance. Of silly and would 
be-funny paragraphs there has been a 
plethora. Of claims of assured success 
there have been quite sufficient. Of seri- 
ous argument there has been absolutely 
nothing whatever. The issues involved 
in this contest are important. They 
touch the present and future welfare 
of every resident of British Columbia. 
The Colonist and those papers which 
nre in sympathy with it have endeavored 
to address themselves to the intelligence 
of the' voters and to show them reason; 
why it is desirable that the Hon. Mr. 
Turner should be returned to power. 
Speaking for itself particularly, the Col- 
onist thinks it may claim fairly that it 
has conducted this campaign as one 
should be conducted by a paper which 
feels it has a good cause and that it, is 
addressing an Intelligent circle of read- 
ers. It has felt that, this was no occa- 
sion for frivolity. It believed that the 
people desired to he informed as to the 
exact nature of tint issues upon which 
they are so soon to pronounce, and it has 
accordingly dealt with every subject that 
has come under its observation seriously 
and nrgumentntively. So far as it lias 
been able to observe, the only answer 
which these arguments have called forth 
has consisted of repeated personal in- 
sults to the editor of the Colonist. If 
those were intended to turn the Colonist 
from its purpose, the perpetrators of 
them must by this time be fully satisfied 
that they have the contemplation of their 
nast'mess as their sole reward. They 
have not even provoked a passing feel- 
ing ot annoyance. Like vipers who l ite 
against a tile, the sole injury they do is 
to themselves. 

Colonist readers will pardon Hie above 
departure from the usual indifference; 
It would not have been made ut nil if 
it were not, that the fact referred to de- 
monstrates the extreme poverty-stricken 
haracter of the opposition newspaper 
writers. A more beggarly exhibition of 
mental littleness, a more contemptible 
: iion-iippteciatioi>, of the public interests,

the level even of bar-room politics lias 
never been exhibited in Canada than has 
been shown by two or three members < f 
the opposition press. They have treated 
the intelligent electors' of British Co- 
lumbia as though they were besotted 
loafers, whose opinions could be swayed 
by cheap jest and who would rally to 
the polls to support men because their 
champions were proficient in the art of 
personal insult. The Colonist desires 
in this connection to say that so Car as 
the opposition candidates themselves, 
personally, are concerned, it has not a 
word of fault to find. They have con- 
ducted their campaign as gentlemen, 
and it is their misfortune and not their 
fault, that they are supported by the 
veriest scallawags iu Canadian journal- 
ism. We repeat that to the public the im- 
portance of these considerations Mes only 
the fact that the absence of intelligent 
discussion of important issues in the 
columns of the opposition press is the 
strongest possible proof that the opposi- 
tion as a party has no tenable ground 
whereon to appeal to the electors for 
support. It is inconceivable that day 
after day and week after week the col- 
umus of the opposition press would be 
barren of argument, while reeking with 
insult, if the cause of the opposition as a 
party were one that would stand serious 
and intelligent discussion. 



TO GOVERNMENT SUPPORTERS 

We do not. like as a rule to appeal to 
voters on the ground that they should 
support a party (hat is certain to win 
At. the same tune, very many peopli 
take this consideration largely into ao 
count in detenuinuig how they will vote. 
Every person with any experience 
pi lilies knows that a great many voters 
are quite undecided up to the very last 
moment between the two parties. They 
have not paid sufficient attention to tin 
subject to be able to form very definiti 
opinions of their own on the issues ot 
the day. Perhaps they have been 1o< 
much engrossed in their own business; 
perhaps they have a general idea that 
politicians are an unreliable lot anyway 
and that a man is better ofT if he docs 
not pay any attention to what they say 
But whatever the reason may be, elec- 
tion day finds them in quite an undecided 
condition of mind. Such people are very 
likely to vote for the side that th 
think is going to win in order, us they 
put it, that they may not lose their 
votes. Now, without stopping to argue 
that a man does not lose his vote 
casting it for a principle in which 
believes even though he does not elect 
his candidate, we may say to this un- 
decided element in British Columbia 
that there is no manner of doubt as to 
the return of the Hen. Mr. Turner and 
his ministry to power. Our exchanges 
shew that this idea is gaining ground 
all over the interior and is affecting th 
vote to a very great degree. Hundred 
of men, who ha v C been undecided as t 
what course they would take, nre rcsolv 
ing to vote for government candidates ii 
order that their riding may be represent 
cd by men in sympathy with the party 
that will be in power for the next four 
years. It' a voter finds himself unable 
to decide between the merits of thi. 
case as presented by the rival candidates 
if he halts between two opinions as to 
bow far he should permit, his personal 
feeling toward candidates to influent 
him. he may very properly take int 
consideration the view of the case abov 
referred to and vote for the representa- 
tive of the party that wiil ho in power 
for the next four years. That, this party 
will be the one led by Hon. Mr. Turner 
there is not the shadow of doubt. There 
never was any doubt upon the point, hut 
the assurance of success with which th 
government entered into the campaign 
iias been deepened into a certainty 
time has rolled on. The only question now 
is, "What will be tin: size of the ma- 
jority?" It is conceded on all sides ex 
cepting, of course, by the opposition 
candidates themselves, who natural! 
would not like to admit it, that the oppt 
sition three and the independent, Mr. 
Beaven, will find themselves in a hope- 
less minority next Saturday. This, how- 
ever, should not lead the friends of the 
government candidates in Victoria to re- 
lax their efforts in the slightest degree, 
Experience shows that in Victoria the 
voters are sometimes apt to become in- 
different, taking it for granted that the 
occasion calls for no effort whatever. 
We bad an illustration of tins a few 
weeks ago when the $15,000 loan by-law 
was voted on. Everybody took it for 
granted that this by-law would be car- 
ried, and the amazement of the people 
when the votes were counted to find that 
it was defeated was unbounded. Friends 
of the government should take nothing 
fur granted. They should see that erory 
favorable vote is polled. They should, 
moreover, be careful to see that every 
friendly voter votes for all four of the 
government candidates. The interests of 
this city are very closely identified with 
the success of the Hon. Mr. Turner, be- 
cause the appeal of the opposition to the 
people of the Mainland is in part pub- 
licly based upon the assertion that the 
present government is, as Joseph Martin 
put. it, "a Victoria concern." There is a 
determined effort in portions of the main- 
land to set up a sectional cry. An effort 
is mndc by the enemies of the govern- 
ment there to show to the people that 
Ihe Hon. Mr. Turner and his colleagues 
in administering ihe affairs of Ihe prov- 
ince are more desirous of advancing the 
interests of Vancouver Island than they 
are of any other locality. Singularly 
enough, one canvass which the oppon- 
ents of the Turner government make on 
Vancouver Island is that everything 
done by the ministry is in favor of the 
Mainland, On the Island, we have a 
Mainland government, according 'to the 
opposition. By the same authority the 
Mainland electors are told that we have 
nh Island government. The truth of 
the mutter is that It would be impossible 
to hold the balance more, evenly between 
the several parts of the province than It 



has been held by Mr. Turner and his 
colleagues. It is clearly the intention, 
however, of the opposition, if they are 
successful, to punish the Island for .some 
imaginary transgression, which it has 
committed against the rest of the prov' 
ince. Readers will recall the fact that 
at the very outset of the present cam- 
paign the Province newspaper, of Van- 
couver, started out with two objects in 
view. One was to stir up sectional strife 
to the extent of separating the Island 
from the Mainland and the other was to 
secure the premiership for Joseph Mar- 
tin. As a first step toward the latter 
consummation, it was able to secure the 
nomination of Mr. Martin by the oppo- 
sition and that gentleman took speedy 
occasion to declare that the govern- 
ment was a "Victoria concern,'' and 
should be punished accordingly. It was 
reasonable to infer from this that if by 
any mischance Joseph Martin should be- 
come the head of the government of 
British Columbia, his policy would be 
antagonistic to Vancouver Island. The 
people of Victoria and those of the other 
island constituencies should bear this in 
mind. If they think they have received 
too much at the hands of the present 
government, they know how to rectify 
the inn tier, i.e., by doing their best to 
return opposition candidates who will 
make Joseph Martin premier and enable 
him to Inaugurate his anti-Island policy. 

What is this cry that is heard hi so 
rai.ny opposition meetings on the Main- 
land against what they call the Duno- 
mulr interest'.' Unas the "Dunsmuir in- 
uiuir interest'.' lias the "Dunsmuir in- 
terest" asked the legislature of British 
Columbia for anything during the last 
ten years, and if so, what has it. asked.' 
Can a member of the opposition or any- 
one else lay his linger upon a single piece 
of legislation passed in the interest of 
Messrs. Dunsmuir or the E. & N". Kail- 
way Company'.' If so, when was it pass- 
ed and what, is its nature? In carrying 
out the extensive railway enterprises 
which have been before the public during 
the last ten years, can it be said with 
truth that the Dunsmuir interest has 
been considered in the slightest degree 
or has endeavored to make itself felt in 
any particular'.' In the administration 
of the laws, have the Messrs. Dunsmuir 
or the 10. A- X. Railway Company been 
treated otherwise than every other resi- 
dent of British Columbia. Do we not 
all know that, these questions must be an 
swered in the negative? Then, wdiat is 
the meaning of the cry that is bein 
raised against the government on this 
score? It is a sectional cry. It is the 
appeal of narrow-minded men to local 
piejudii-e. It is intended simply as a 
stepping-stone whereby certain ambitious 
politicians may get into power, and hav- 
ing gotten there, may have some excuse 
for administering punishment to the peo- 
ple of Vancouver Island, who have beei 
instrumental in keeping them in the cold 
shades of opposition. All thus anti-Duns- 
inuir talk, all this cry against the E. 
A N. Railway Company, all these declar- 
ations that the government is a. Victoria 
concern, all this disloyal clamour which 
was raised for the ^juration of the 
Island from the Mainland, simply evi- 
dence the existence in the- minds of the 
disappointed and disgruntled opposition- 
ists of a feeling of hostility to the voters 
of Vancouver Island for having refused 
to aid them in their designs upon the 
provincial treasury. The people of Van- 
couver Island and the people of Victoria 
city can make up their minds that if 
Joseph Martin and his tribe get the reins 
of power in British Columbia in the next 
four years slops will be taken to make 
them feel the full weight of the opposi- 
tion displeasure. Vancouver Island 
should give a solid vote for the govern- 
ment. Such a vote is not necessary by 
any means to make the government safe 
in power, but since hostility to Vancou- 
ver Island interests is the inspiration of 
Joseph Martin and his political asso- 
ciat.es, the people of the Island should 
take the first opportunity that arises to 
give this Manitoba mischief-maker his 
political quiet us. 

The British Columbia platform upon 
which Mr. Turner and supporters stands 
is so full of great issues that there is 
no place on it for narrow sectionalism. 
There is not n question that, is vital to 
Victoria that is not aJso vital to Van- 
couver. There is not a proposition in 
British Columbia politics, which is im- 
portant to the rural constituencies of the 
Mainland that is not likewise of iimpor- 
tance to the rural constituencies of the 
Island. There is not an issue in which 
the mining interests of the Mainland are 
concerned in which the mining interests 
Of A"ancou.-er Island are not also con- 
cerned. The province is one in interest, 
and whatever lines may divide it politi- 
cally, sectional lilies should not. In the 
face of the great, work to be done for 
the province ns a whole 1 , it would be lit- 
tle short of criminal to divide our 
strength by pitting one section of the 
province against another. Lid us unite in 
a supreme effort, to kill sectionalism for- 
ever. The way to do it is to. turn the 
Manitoba mischief-maker down. lie has 
teen in British Columbia politics less 
than three weeks and in thai time he has 
contrived to revive the dead, serpent of 
sectionalism. Let them both be put to 
sleep. They will make excellent com- 
pany for each other.. 

In the quotation, from the Manitoba 
Free Press which appeared in the article 
in yesterday's Colonist, in regard to the 
libel suit, brought by Mr. Joseph Martin, 
a mistake occurred. The- mistake repre- 
sents the Free Press as saying that the 
sum of $5,000 would h&TC been put into 
pockets of the promoters if it; hail 
not been for its watchfulness. The 
mount which the Free Press said would 
have been put. into the promoters* pock- 
ets was fOOjOOO. Of course, the- principle 
is just the same, hut the Colonist docs 
not want, to lay itself open to a com- 
plaint on (he part of Mr. Martin for hav- 
ing intimated that anyone thought he 
was after such small game ns S.'.fRK), 



We notice in some ot the opposition 
speeches, and it is hot altogether con- 
fined to the opposition, an objection to 
the presence of lawyers in the legisla- 
ture. What the Colonist is going now 
to say does not apply more to one side of 
politics than to the other, because we 
fancy, although we have riot lookeil into 
the matter very closely, that as many of 
the opposition as ot the government can- 
didates are lawyers. The proposition is 
this: that so far from there being too 
many lawyers in the late British Colum- 
bia legislature, there were too few; and 
that every legislature in every part of 
the world is the better for a strong con- 
tingent from the legal fraternity. An 
impression prevails in some quarters that 
if there were no lawyers in the house 
laws would be framed according to what 
is called common-sense principles. There 
never was a bigger blunder. It takes a 
trained mind to see tin? effect of lan- 
guage used in the statutes. Of all laws 
none are so productive of litigation as 
those framed by someone who thinks 
that the court will read into a statute 
the tone in which the trainer of a sec- 
tion reads it. We have before now seen 
a member of a legislature, not a lawyer, 
frame a section which he thought was 
absolutely impervious to criticism, and 
as be read it and accented certain words 
it seemed to mean only what he intend- 
ed, but when another member rose 
and accented other words, it 
was shown that, the section might 
mean two or three different things. Un- 
popular :is the statement, may be, the 
Colonist, says that there must bo certain 
amount of what is called circumlocution 
in an act. of parliament in order to make 
its meaning plain. It is impossible to 
frame laws so that the "wayfaring man 
I hough a fool will not err therein." The 
interpretation of law is for a learned 
profession, and every attempt that, was 
ever made in any part of the world to 
couch laws in popular phraseology has 
led to the most disastrous results, and 
has put the people to almost incalculable 
expense. If proof of this statement is 
needed it can be obtained in the neigh- 
boring slate of Washington, where this 
idea of popular phraseology has prevail- 
ed and where it may he truly said that 
no living man knows what the law is 
on any conceivable subject. 



Mr. Wbetham, one of the opposition 
candidates in Dewduey, makes one of 
the chief points of his canvass the fact 
that Esquimalt has two representatives. 
Mr. Brown, opposition candidate in New 
Westminster, has the same hobby. It 
is, in fact, a part of the campaign of 
the opposition to deprive Esquimalt of 
one of its representatives. The voters 
of that district will have an opportunity 
next Saturday to say what they think 
upon the point. If they return opposition 
candidates they will be understood as 
desiring that in the next re-distribution 
they will be deprived of one of their 
representatives. In fact, it is not very 
easy to see how the opposition, if they 
should succeed in getting the reins of 
power, could refrain from introducing a 
bill at the first session by which one or 
the other of the representatives from 
Esquimalt would be compelled to resign. 
If they give logical effect: to the appeals 
they are making throughout the prov- 
ince they will have to do this. The peo- 
ple of Esquimalt, we think, may be trust- 
ed to see that their own verdict will not 
be cited against them by the opposition 
in regard to the allegation that they are 
over-represented in the house.

The men and companies who had stern-' 
wheel steamers built in the coast cities 
to be towed to St. Michael's for ser- 
vice on the Yukon, and the insurance 
companies who insured the vessels, must 
by this time have reached the conclusion 
that their ventures were risky ones. Sev- 
everal of these vessels have been totally 
wrecked in the attempt to tow them 
North and others have been so badly 
damaged that it will only be after the 
expenditure of considerable money that 
they will be made lit for service. 

The latest loss of this character was 
reported from Alberni yesterday, a de- 
spatch from Capt. II. II. Foot, of the 
steamer Willnpu, to the- effort that the 
ston-wheeler Marquis of Dufferin, which 
left here early on Thursday morning in 
tow of the steamer Progreso, had gone 
to pieces and sunk between Cape Flat- 
tery and ('ape Benle at 2 o'clock yester- 
day morning. The crow left the strand- 
ed vessel in two boats, were picked up 
by the Progreso and tjikeu to Barclay 
Sound, from which point they took pas- 
sago on the Willnpa for Aiherni. 

.lust how the accident happened is not 
stated hi the despatch, but the cause is 
not hard to guess at. 

The Marquis of Dufferin was built 
over at the how, nail although her ma- 
chinery was all in anil well forward, her 
\\ heel had not been placed, which natur- 
ally cam • 1 her to draw more water for- 
ward and make her hard to tow. Be- 
ing light she would be tossed around by 
tl.o least swell and would jerk the haw- 
ser. Tin? Progreso being a very much 
heavier boat would not give to these sud- 
den jerks and the stern-wheeler would 
be badly jarred and strained, finally 
breaking hor hack or being "hogged" as 
marine men say. 1'bis is the same man- 
ner in which the Staghound and another 
stern-wheeler, which wore being towed 
from Portland to St. Michael's, were 
wrecked shortly after crossing the Col- 
umbia river bur. 

The wrecked steamer was sighted 
about twelve miles northeast of Cape 
Bcale by the steamer Tartar, which ar- 
rived here last evening from the North. 
She was apparently standing on end, 
her bow down, and had turned turtle. 

The Marquis of Dufferin was built at 
Vancouver for the British American Cor- 
poration at a cost of about $30,000, and 
was insured for .$27,500. She was con- 
sidered a particularly staunch vessel, 
was coppered, and in every way a first- 
olass boat. Her loss and that of the 
two steamers from Portland, which were 
also strongly built, proves that towing 
steamers to St. Michael's is on the 
whole not likely to prove successful.

He was 
at Bennett last Saturday and though a 
number of boats had gone down to 
Dawson none had yet returned. He had 
hoard it reported on Sinn lay that a man 
had come in that day to Skagway re- 
porting tint t he had come up from Daw- 
son by steamer, at least part of the way. 
However, Mr. Palmer was not able to 
authenticate this uor to learn the name 
of the steamer. 

Thomas Greener, an old man of 70 
years, was brought down on the Tartar 
last night from Wrangel under charge 
of Mr. Wallace, who is taking him to 
I he hospital at Vancouver. Greener is 
perfectly helpless from paralysis that 
came upon him at Glenorn. The old 
man has a little money in the bank at 
Vancouver and in spite of his age could 
not resist the temptation of the Yukon 
rush. Being a shoemaker by trade he 
managed to get quite a lot of work at 
Glenorn from the troops going through 
and from the miners. However, he was 
suddenly stricken with paralysis and 
does not look now as if he will last very 
long. 



SENTENCING OF CLAUS. 

Pathetic Scone in the Nanaimo Court 
House on Thursday Afternoon. 

The scene in the Nanaimo court 'house 
on Thursday when Henry Olaus was sen- 
tenced to death for the murder of Jo- 
soph Burns, on the Stikine river early 
in the spring, was a most pathetic one. 
The murderer himself, u short thick-set 
man, who speaks very poor English, was 
very nervous throughout the proceedings 
and when he was called back to the 
dock to hear the verdict of the jury, there 
was not. a. bit or color in his face. The 
verdict did not seem to affect him, in 
fact be seemed to expect it. Upon be- 
ing asked if he had anything to sny he 
bowed his head and stood for several 
minutes ns if in deep thought, starting 
when the presiding judge, Mr. Justice 
Walkem, remarked that the jury having 
brought in a verdict of guilty, the only 
course he could adopt was to sentence 
the prisoner to be hanged on August 2. 
Then Clans' wife, who with her children 
occupied a sent in the gallery, called out 
to him in French, "Speak up, man: 
speak up." This gave the prisoner cour- 
age, an evidence that at least otlf? in the 
large number present believed him inno- 
cent, and he said: "I'm sorry now that 
I put. the bodies under the ice," and 
breaking down could not say any more.

tin" b'lying Squadron Will Bom- 
bard Cities o£ tlic Peninsula, 

"Washington, Juno 2.'!. — A simple plan 
for thii seizure of the canaries lias Loon 
delinilely mapped out and can lie put 
promptly Into operation vvlicn aeeds be, 
Our Hying squadron formed for the pur- 
pose would have to travel over ii.OOO 
miles to reach Ferro, westeruiuost o£ 
the group, if starting from our eastern 
coast, but only about 2,700 miles from 
,Sun Juan de Porto Rico. Naval strate- 
gists appreciate that without these is- 
lands as a transatlantic foothold Unqle 
Sam will bo unable lo brandish his 
sword over the sencoast cities of Spain, 
which 111 11st be annoyed unless peace is 
soon granted at our price. The ultimate 
disposal of the Quinines will be a mutter 
for the people, through their representa- 
tives In Congress, to decide. They would 
be worth a rich indemnity. Annexed 
to the United States, they would give 
us u valuable commercial base in the 
path between Europe and the growing 
colonies of South Africa, the rejuvenated 
.West, [ndies mid South America. 

But to the point: Our flying squadron 
having taken wing will in all probability 
skim past the three westernmost >f the 
Canaries and make its first swoop upon 
Canta Cruz after rounding t he northern 
extremity of TeucrifTe, the largest. San- 
ta "Cruz' is on the eastern coast, of Ten- 
erlffe, facing toward Africa, and is the 
capital of the group. Dere reside the 
Governor of the Canaries and a popula- 
tion of about. 10,000, who will be" given 
twenty-four hours to take to the moun- 
tains, should a bombardment bo .order- 
ed. The city presents a templing far- 
gel and can he readily shelled from the 
open sea. It stands upon a shelf or 
rock between the harbor and. a slope of 
steep hills rising directly behind.

Of army supplies. The defences to be 
OVerconie consist of S and 10 inch guns, 
mounted nt the end of a mole extending 
a mile from the shore. Behind these, in 
the city, are numerous guns of smaller 
caliber. 

Further to the east we would find 
Barcelona, one of (he principal manufac- 
turing centres of Europe. Attempts 
would be made to explode the great 
powder works here and to destroy one 
of Spain's largest factories for making 
small arms. It is defended by a dozen 
powerful guns of 10 and 12 inch caliber, 
but could be readily approached by heavy 
vessels. The fall of Barcelona would 
mean the ruin of Spain's Mediterranean 
commerce and a loss almost as serious us 
that of New York would be to us. 

Leaving or avoiding the Mediterran- 
ean we would have to avoid the entire 
Portuguese coast. Little could be gain- 
ed by such a course compared with a 
safe entrance through the Straits of 
• iibraltar and the avoidance of Tarifa 
and Ceuta. The first temptation 011 the 
north coast would be- Corunna. defended 
by a tottering citadel patched up in an- 
ticipaliou of possible attack. Next, to- 
ward the east, would come Kerrol, which 
could not be bombarded without con- 
siderable hazard. It is fortified by na- 
ture even better than is Santiago. Our 
ships would have to pass single file 
through a narrow channel three miles 
long and only about 100 feet wide, com- 
manded by two mediaeval castles, into 
a 1 bay twelve miles in length. Beyond 
tliis the city rises to a magniliecnl height.

KISSING THE BOOK. 

"Kiss the book, please, und speak well 
tilt!'* Tins is one of the most fuuiiliur 
exclamations — or perbnps it would be 
better to say exhortation — which fall up- 
on tbo ears of those who, whether from 
business or curiosity, attend our law 
courts and places of justice. And what 
strange pictures it conjures up to the 
mental vision of those ot an ooservuut 
turn of mind— an almost indecent gab- 
bling of the solemn words, or an Irrever- 
ent handling of the book, and then of :i 
perfunctory "kissing" which is anything 
but ardent and sincere, and in many 
cases, indeed, is absolutely meaningless! 
There is the pretty young person of the 
feminine gender who forgets to take otV 
her glove, and who, when reminded of 
it by the usher, becomes covered with 
confusion, and struggles tremblingly und 
nervously with a button which will not 
be coerced into giving way; and who, 
when the glove bus at length been remov- 
ed, takes up the Testament in her shape- 
ly hand, and imprints upon it what is us 
much a. caress as a kiss. Then there i 
the man of the world, or the medico, wli 
listens to the jangle of the otith us i 
is administered, with ill-concealed impa- 
tience, and then opens the book at a 
clean place and kisses the inside to avoid 
microbes. Or, perhaps, the wily coster, 
who knows 11 thing or two, and who man- 
ages to kiss his thiniiu instead of the 
buok in order that his evidence may be 
given without in any way disturbing bis 
conscience, seeing Unit if he "pulls oil'" 
11 "pal" by ;t stretch of the truth, he 
will culm 'the voice within by tile coin; 
Eortable reflection that after nil he never 
swore to speak the truth! 
The oath question, what with one thing 
j or another, has recently been pretty 
much before the public eye. Mervous 
people have been alarmed beyond mens 
ure at the persistency with which cor 
tain medical gentlemen have assured n: 
that the apparently simple act ol press 
ing the lips upon the cover ot u small 
Testament is a much more serious pro- 
ceeding than ever was imagined, und 
that it may be fraught with the most 
disastrous consequences to the kisser. 
Germs, microbes, and what not ubiqui- 
tc-UH and fearsome things, we are told 
lurk in deadly waiting upon the much 
thumbed and much-kissed volumes, und 
may curry disease and death to the per- 
son unfortunate to be susceptible to 
them. Aud evidently, although the fear 
may have been exaggerated, there is a 
fairly solid foundation for it. 

Recently it couple of Testaments which 
had been in use tit Kipon police court 
sixty years, and had in that period been 
kissed by -10,0011 persons, were submit- 
ted to nil expert for bacteriological ex- 
amination. Kor the report of this ex- 
pert it appears quite clear that disease 
germs may be left niton a book, and will 
thrive there until they have had their 
day, when they perish or become barm- 
less. In the books in question, although 
they bad been in use sixty years, none of 
the germs were more than a year old. 
But the chief point is that germs, real 
live genus, were actually found upon the 
covers of the ancient Testaments. Seven 
species of microbe-organisms were t on mi, 
covering the thre ('divisions of the fungi 
order. Most of these seem to have been 
harmless, although the germs of the "pus 
cocci," which are found upon wounded 
skin surfaces, and also in saliva, were 
present in fairly large numbers. This 
certainly goes to show that dangerous, 
or, at any rate, unpleasant, microbe-or- 
ganisms may be transferred to a book 
by the kissing operation, and to that ex- 
tent the fact is an argument against the 
esent method of administering the 
tb. Aud. if this is not enough to 
frighten timid people almost out of their 
wits at the very sight of a law court 
Testament, we have the fact that the 
medical ottleer to the Wareliam rural 
district council, a couple of weeks ago. 
ascribed the death of a police constable 
to ulceration of the throat, attributable, 
In- firmly believed, to the practice of 
"kissing the book" when sworn. 

This might be used as argument in fa- 
vor of the Scotch form, which consists 
in taking the oath with the right hand 
uplifted. Certainly, the fear of contag- 
ion on the one .11111111 and the open abuse 
of the old style on the other have led 
many authorities to substitute the Scotch 
form for the older one. Magistrates, 
coroners and others who are empowered 
to administer oaths, are rapidly coming 
to the belief that, on sanitary grounds, 
"kissing the book" can not really be de- 
fended, and the spectacle of the uplifted 
hand is now quite common in police and 
coroners' courts. By the law, of course, 
the one form is as legal and binding as 
tlie other. In 51 and Vict., c. 4ti, s. 
5, it. is provided that "if any person to 
whom an oath is administered desires to 
swear with uplifted hand, in the form 
and manner in which the oath is usually, 
administered in Scotland, ho shall be pe-.-- 
ndtted to tin so, and the oath shall ba 
administered to him without further 
question." The only reservation is that 
the "desire" shall proceed from the per- 
son taking the oath, which would seem 
to suggest that the old form should be 
adhered to unless objection is raised by 
the witness or other person being sworn. 
Hut. in the North of England, there are 
a few courts where the Scotch form is 
ir. use in nearly all easts, witnesses be- 
ing asked beforehand under which they 
elect to he sworn. Apart altogether 
from any consideration of public health, 
advocates of the Scotch form claim lb.it 
it is much more decent aud reverent, 
and allows no opening for deception. 1 1 
certainly prevents the use of books other 
than Testaments, a practice which is by 
no means uncommon. The present writer 
once saw a coroner's jury sworn 011 a 
copy of Young's "Xignt Thoughts," and 
on another occasion a village constable 
unblushing!}' swore his jury upon Cob- 
bett's "Advice to Young Men." 

Iu Germany, a singular reform in ju- 
dicial procedure will soon be put int.i 
operation. The witnesses will be 
sworn at the conclusion of their evi- 
dence, instead of at the commencement, 
us heretofore. The reason is obvious: 
It is believed it will prevent perjury. 
At present a witness lias forgotten all 
about his oath by the time he is in the 
thick of his evidence, and under stress 
of emotion he may blurt out an uncon- 
scious untruth. By the German innova- 
tion he has a chance of reflecting niton 
Ins evidence, and making withdrawals 
or alterations before ho proceeds to the 
extremity of binding himself with an 
oath. 

Perjury is one of the greatest curses 
of our law courts, and if this very sim- 
ple expedient is capable of even appre- 
ciably reducing the mass of it, we might 
worse than copy it, even if it is 
„ n.ana.nv " — St. Louis Globe-

A committee off British physicians has 
shown that a inula cell actually loses part, 
ot Its substance during action. The cell of 
the exhausted brain, Instead of being 
plump and full of nervous matter, is found 
to lie hollowed out, or "vacuolated," a ca- 
vity having formed within Its substance, 
which luiH become tilled with water. This 
means that a part of the cell substance lias 
been actually consumed during the time of 
brain activity, precisely as coal is con- 
sumed when one gets bent from a furnace. 
Une (hiding of the British doctors will he 
good news to the large class of the com- 
munity who make their living bv their 
bends rather tlian by their hands, 'it was 
totind that If :tn aalniai whose brain cells 
were thus exhausted were permitted to 
rest and to sleep 1| cells would rapidly le- 
(•uperate; new material would be supplied 
from the blood until the vncuolntion had 
disappeared, and the cell would be prac- 
tically as good as new. Tills Is why sleep 
s so nceossiir.v Iu human existence. In the 
lack of business the brain is literally worn 
UMiy, and only during sleep can flic dam- 
age of the waking hours be repaired. The 
hrtlln of n person therefore, who Is he- 
Net by Insomnia, Is In the condition of a 
locomotive which runs night M iid day 
without going to the repair shops. An 
oilier relief for tired brain workers exists 
■1 the possibility of one part „f th,, hi-iln 
hcliig very actively at work while another 
Is resting and recuperating. Thus one 
suffering from brain fatigue can get out 
Id or take a spin on his hlevcle

REMOVING STAINS FROM LINEN. 

Coffee, tea or wine stains are rather dif- 
ficult to remove from table linen if they are 
or long standing, and have been washed 
with soap, which tends to set their color. 
Jnvelle water— which can be made at home 
or purchased from the druggist— Is general- 
ly most successful. Put about half a pint 
of javelle water and a quart of clear water 
Into 1111 earthen bowl. Let the stained 
article soak In this for several hours, then 
rinse through In three waters. It is only 
' 'to goods that can be treated In this 
manner, as the Javelle water bleaches out 
te color. 

Sewing machine oil stains can be re- 
moved by rubbing the stain with sweet oil 
lard, and letting it stand for several 
hours. Then wash It In soap and cold 
water. For peach or tar stains rub hard, 
let It stand ti few hours, and sponge with 
plrlts of turpentine until the stain is re- 
lieved. If the color of the fabric he 
hanged, sponge !f wllh chloroform, and 
he color w-lll be restored. Use lemon juice 
and salt to remove Iron rust, Ink and mil- 
dew on white goods. Whiten yellow linen 
by boiling half nit hour In one pound of 
fine soap, melted in one gallon of milk. 
Then wash In suds, then in two cold wat- 
ers with a little blueing. 

Hy putting lace handkerchiefs in warm 
water in which are n few droits of am- 
monia, and using cnsflle soup, they are 
easily cleansed and made a beautiful, cleati 
white. Then do not iron, hut spread the 
handkerchief out smoothly on •marble or 
glnss, gently pulling out or shaping tin- 
lace. Just before it Is entirely dry. fold 
evenly and smoothly and place under a 
heavy weight of some kind, and you will 
find handkerchiefs lasting thrice as long list 
before. 



THE HOSE. 

Sappho vowed In rhythm that the rose 
was queen of all flowers, and Anticrcon, 
Rlou, Theocritus, Appollodorus, and every 
other since their time has Joined In the 
chorus of praise. Often the tales of the 
rose gave It a certain magical value, as 
where Lucius In the Metamorphosis of Apn- 
lelus, is restored to human form by eat- 
ing the wreath of roses. 

The poetical Insistence of the rose as ir 
symbol of silence had its origin in n quasl- 
rellgious employment. After the orglnal' 
dedication of the rose to Aphrodite, Oupld 
delivered it over to Harpocrates, the god 
of silence, in the hope that by this means 
the amours of the goddess of love might 
he kept secret. 

Religion and poetry have united to make 
the Persian stories the most exquisite of all 
that owe their origin to the rose. The 
I'ersians have a feast of roses, beginning 
when the buds first open and continuing 
throughout the season. The Hulliul Na- 
ineh lauds the rose as God's own flower, 
and adds that he hits set the nightingale 
to keep ward over It. Whensoever 11 resit' 
Is plucked, the bird gives forth 11 cry, the 
sweetest anil the saddest cry that mounts 
to heaven. In the springtime the nightin- 
gale hovers over the fragrant petals until 
It swoons in a perfumed ectasy. Nor Is 
the (lower less faithful than the bird, for 
It does not bloom until the nightingale 
sings to the bud. Then at the marvelous 
strains the flower unfolds Its glories to the 
walling air.

Tlie speech delivered in the Nanair^,, 
Opera house on Wednesday evenmi' by 
Iiou. Mr. EbertS was one ot tlto 'plain- 
est aud lit Uie same time most e'icxj'jeut 
expositions of the govcrumer.t' s policy 
that has been heard during the v.unpaigii 
;iud it vvdn many votes fur Mr. McGreg- 
or, the .government candidate-. The min- 
ers ot Nanaimo have for some time been 
listening to a lot of fallacies aud theor- 
ies, .expounded by such men .as Italpb 
Smith, a very plausabte speaker, but like 
Postmaster Brown, of New Westmin- 
ster, -ami Dr. McKeehnio, a theorist, who 
tells what lie thinks ought to he, luit can- 
not point a way to reach the desired ef- 
fect. The speech of the Attorney-Gen- 
■eral was therefore an eye-opener to the 
miners, many of whom congratulated 
him at the close of the meeting. A iittle 
coterie of oppositionists occupied a cor- 
ner in the theatre and attempted to in 
terrupt Mr. Eherts, hut the audience de 
rjnanded silence aud for two hours listen 
During his defense of the government's 
.financial policy, the Attorney-General 
.quoted souk; figures, which Postmaster 
Itrowu, the opposition financier (?), who 
rose to reply, and Mr. Ralph Smith, who 
also spoke after the minister, made no 
attempt to refute, in fact they dropped 
the question of finance like a hot brick. 
The Attorney-General showed by a state- 
ment prepared hy the Auditor-General 
that the expenditure on public worki 
since 1800 had been $4,1215,(540, as fol 
lows: 

1890 $370,030 

1S91 333,828 

1892 400,175 

1S'J:5 571,090 

1SU4 520,078 

1895 749,2 17 

lSUti 001,850 

1S97 519,100 

Total $4,120,640 

To do this the government borrowed 
during those eight, years $3,315,455, of 
which amount $206,080, is still on hand, 
leaving $3,048,773 as the amount of bor- 
rowed capital expended in eight years. 
So that ordinary revenue had during that 
time contributed to public works an av- 
erage of $130,981 yearly. The borrowed 
capital was realized as follows: 

The 1892 loan, which netted $820,08-1, 
the bonds being sold at SO. 

The 1893 loan, which netted $025,413, 
the bonds being sold at 91. 

The 1805 loan, which netted $2,037,000, 
the bonds being sold at 05. 

The parliament debentures, $100,000. > 

All the above bonds are now quoted at 
104, having advanced as Mr. Eberts put 
it, "as steadily as did the consols of 
Great Britain." 

The clear statement of facts made by 
the Attorney-General in respect to the 
Chinese question, a striking contrast to 
the generalities of Ralph Smith, was 
very favorably received, and admitted by 
nil, for even the opposition speakers did 
not attempt to refute the facts, as a fair 
explanation of that question. The only 
attempt to meet the argument was a 
charge that Mr. Eberts had distorted the 
facts at Revelstoke by stating that the 
New Vancouver Coal Company employed 
more Chinamen than the Dunsmuirs. lie 
pointed out that even if he had made a 
mistake as to the number of Chinamen 
employed hy the New Vancouver Coal 
Company, it did not alter the case. The 
fact remained that the big corporation 
that was behind the opposition in this 
campaign, were employers of Chinese, 
and the mining report proved it 

There is every probability that the 
Clan McGregor will he represented in 
the next legislature. The general opin 
ion in Nanaimo is that the opposition 
are counting on a good many more min 
crs' votes than their candidate will re- 
ceive. Mr. McGregor for seventeen 
years held an important position with 
the New Vancouver Coal Company, and 
he has many personal friends among tin 
miners, who will not Kates to the com 
maud that they must vote against the 
government. The business men are 
unanimously in favor of the government. 

Mr. Ralph Smith, the opposition can 
didate in South Nanaimo, is not a law- 
yer, as erroneously stated some days ago; 
neither is he a working miner. Mr. 
Smith is secretary of the Miners' Union, 
for which it is said he receives $00 a 
month. His principal occupation is to 
make the miners believe that they have 
a grievance and therefore the necessity 
for a secretary at $90 a month. 

Mr. Semlin, late leader of the opposi- 
tion in the legislature, runs his ranch 
with Chinese labor; the New Vancouver 
Coal Company, the chief backers of the 
opposition, employ Chinamen, and now 
Postmaster Brown comes forward aud 
admits that Chinamen cut his wood, but 
still those men prftte about being friends 
of the working men and uncompromising 
opponents of Chinese labor, 

Mr. A. McGregor had to resign his po- 
sition with the New Von^oiiver Coal 
Company to become a candidate in the 
government interest in Nanaimo. Mr. 
MeAilan, who is opposing Mr. James 
Dunsinuir in Comox, has been and still 
is in the employ of the Union Colliery 
Company, of which Mr. James Dunsmuir 
is president. 

An opposition meeting in the interest 
of Mr. McAllan wtis held at Cumberland 
on Wednesday evening. .Mr. James 
Dummuir was present by invitation and 
addressed the meeting, which he carried 
by four to one. Mr. 8. Leiser. who was 
present at the meeting, says Mr. Diins- 
muir made a splendid impression and ad- 
ded that bis election is assured. He has 
been all through the district, and has had 
a most hearty reception. Farmers, min- 
ers and lumbering men are alike pledging 
their support, while the opposition ranks 
are badly split, men who were disap- 
pointed in nto receiving the candidature 
deserting Mr. McAllan.

110 First Malt of tfl<! Year Closes Under 
favorable Circumstances. 

New York, Julv 1.— Bradstreet'B to-mor- 
row will say: The first half of the year 
closes with n very satisfactory showing In 
many lines of trade, as evinced by the re- 
turns of bank clearings, railroad earnings, 
reports as. to the consumptive ami distrib- 
utive demand, and last, but not least, by 
the Infallible barometer of the mercantile 
world, business failures. Harbingers of 
the future are found In generally favorable 
crop prospects, not only for cereals, bat 
for cotton, fruits and most products of agri- 
culture, and a heavy foreign demand for 
American products. A fiscal year of un- 
precedented export, trade ends with unite 
an Improvement in demand manifesting It- 
self as a result of the break tn the practi- 
cally prohibitive freight rates for some 
time past. It Is true that some interrup- 
tions and some exceptions to this generally 
favorable position have been and are still 
presenting themselves. Uncertainty re- 
garding the outlook as regards the pres- 
ent war undoubtedly acted as a cheek to 
trade this spring, effects being most mark- 
ed In the eastern half of the country. The 
Hcml-nnnual shut-down of many Industrial 
concerns, particularly those in Iron and 
steel and glass, ami some textile manufac- 
turing concerns, have been announced to 
occur in the llrst week of July, but. this 
has been without much effect upon the 
price of those staples. Advices from the 
west lead to the belief that this shut-down 
In some cases may not occur at all this 
year. Pig Iron and steid rails reflect the 
lessened activity In a shading of prices. 

The tone of the wheat market continues 
bearish, notwithstanding that the world's 
available supply has decreased 1:1,000,000 
bushels In two weeks, and that the prob 
abilities are that the visible stocks of 
wheat in August will be as low, If not 
lower, than last year's, which was tin 
smallest on record for seven years. It f ■ 
polls from the spring wheat district con- 
tinue favorable, but there has undoubtedly 
been some loss In the condition of the 
winter wheat sections. A heavy falling 
oft in the condition of the Kansas wheat 
crop Is Indicated by Itradstreet's corres- 
pondent In Kansas City, but la spite of 
this, that state Is looked for to produce 
from 00,000,000 to 75,000.000 bushels this 
year. Rather less steadiness In prices Is 
observable in most cereals. Pork, lard, 
cotton, and several makes of pig Iron are 
lower for the week, while the list of ad- 
vances is exceedingly small. Steadiness 
lins been the feature of raw wool and 
heavy leather, coffee, sugar, print cloths, 
copper anr) lead. A large distribution of 
bleached cottons nt prices concessions has 
been a feature, mid the demand for flags 
and fireworks this yeir Is conceded to be 
heavily in advance of past years. In spite 
of unfavorable features, there were fewer 
failures, smaller liabilities, and conse- 
quently smaller assets this year than any 
previous year for four years. Business 
failures number 0,420, S per cent, fewer 
than n year ago, and lo per cent, less than 
In 1800. I, labilities, too, are smaller, ag- 
gregating $72,120,341, -':> per cent, smaller 
than last year. Relatively the best condi- 
tions appear in the Northwest, where fall- 
ares are (13 per cent, smaller In number 
and 7It per cent, smaller In liabilities. 
Other sections showing good conditions, 
however, are the Western slates, with a 
decrease of 1(1 per cent. In number and 43 
per cent. In liabilities; the South, with a 
falling off of 11 per cent. In number and B2 
per cent. In liabilities; and the Pacific 
states, with a decrease of !> per cent, in 
number nnd 12 per cent. In liabilities.

DTNAMITE IN NAVAL PRACTICE. 

The success of the Vesuvius In the throw- 
ing of the three enormous shed tilled with 
guii cotton ngninst the Spanish works at 
Santiago has marked an era, Inasmuch as 
It has put to a test la combat at sea th 
system of tiring high explosives for which 
this vessel was built. The destructive pow- 
er of high explosives Is so terrible that a 
certain section of naval authorities has 
lung frowned on every attempt to use high 
explosive shells on board ship, such slicllt 
being regarded as possibly as dangerous ti 
the ship Itself as in the enemy. For this 
reason the equipment at vessels with dynn 
mite guns of any caliber lias been (lis 
countenced, and a valuable means of at- 
tack has thus been lying In abeyance. Now, 
through this single demonstration, the 
whole situation has been changed, nnd It 
Is safe to predict that the dynamite gun 
In various sizes, from the 2%-lnch bore, 
which throws a charge of 4 pounds of e 
plosive gelatine nearly a mile, to the 1 
Inch guns of the Vesuvius, will have a most 
potent Influence la determining the issue 
of the present war. Gen. Garcia concedes 
that it is only through the help of the 
dynamite gun that the Cubans have been 
able so long to withstand the onslaught 
of the Spanish army in Cuba. This ser- 
vice was rendered In a great measure by 
unskilled hands. The six dynamite guns of 
Improved pattern which the government 
has just sent tn Cuba, to be manned by 
competent crews, have an excellent 
chance of being heard from in such a way 
that the American dynamite gun will soon 
occupy the thoughts of naval and military 
men the world over. 



steamship Tartar tied up at the outer 
wharf at 7:30 lust evening, witii sixty 
passengers on board, including several 
who have just made the trip down the 
Stikine river on the river steamer Onsea. 

W. O. Wallace, who lias been up to 
Gleuora, was one of these. He started 
on the voyage last Monday morning and 
reached Wrangel ten hours later. Here 
Mr. Wallace says everything is quiet. 
Repairs to the steamer Victorian, which 
are somewhat extensive, were in pro- 
gress aud a number of other steamers 
including the Moun, were making ready 
to leave for St. Michael's. From Gleu- 
ora Mr. Wallace brings an interesting 
budget of news. A fortnight ago a 
young Nova Scotian named O'Brien met 
his death in a remarkable manner. He 
was on his way up to Telegraph Creek 
from Glenora, making the way in a 
boat, he steering and an Indian ashore 
pulling tbe craft up the swift stream 
with a rope, when a boulder from the 
embankment, some twenty or twenty-live 
feet overhead, fell upon him, killing him 
instantly. The swiftness of the river 
is gradually wearing awfty the banks 
on either side of the river aud conse- 
quently it i ssupposed that the Indian's 
footsteps started the boulder. 

There is some little excitement at 
Gleuora over what is taken to be gold 
discoveries on tbe Iskoot between Dense 
lake and the main body of the Stikine. 
A number of prospectors left for the 
locality some time ago and the fact that 
they have not been heard from since 
only in uu indirect way and that they 
appear to be occupied, is taken to indi- 
cate that they have met witii good for- 
tune. Another report of gold Buds comes 
from tbe TiUtau, 40 miles from Glenora, 
where it is said the dirt is turning out 
$7.40 to the pan. 

Mr. J. 11. Cleariliue, who left Glenora 
with a large pack train and SOU pounds 
on May 2-t, returned from Teslin Lake 
on June ^3 bringing back bis 30 mules 
in good condition. Joseph Heaney, who 
operates another pack train on the same 
route, is looked for at Glenora im July 
5th. 

Among the passengers on the Tartar 
was Mr. P. EL Worloek, who has been 
up the Stikine in the interests of the 
Canadian Development Compuny. 

Col. Domville, M.P., and Isaac Bur- 
pee, of Ottawa, were in Skagway last 
week telling the citizens of their scheme 
to build a telegraph anil cable line from 
Victoria to Dawson City. 

The tirst "train" on the Skagway rail 
way, consisting of a handcar and two 
trucks, were photographed a few days 
ago, to show to the world that "Skagway 
has a railway." 

The owners of the steamer which suc- 
ceeded in running White Horse rapid 
are not going to lose any money. The 
ease of the Bellingham is a sample. She 
cost but 92.000 and on her first trip 
cleared ?3,500.

A Very Quiet Day In New York— Covering 
For Holidays the Feature. 

New York, July 1. — The course of to- 
day's stock market was one of aimless 
drifting until near the close, when some 
appearance of animation and strength de- 
veloped throughout the list. This was 
doubtless In large part due to the covering 
demand by belated shorts, who did not 
care to leave their contracts open over the 
three days' holiday. It Is not unlikely 
that there was also early Information ot 
the street of a rumor prevalent In Wash 
Ington that Santiago has fallen before the 
assault of the United States troops. The 
baying nt the close lifted prices to the top 
level, and made net gnlnfl extending to over 
n point in exceptional cases. There is still 
some doubt felt as to how the money mar- 
ket will come through the taking up of t lit 
government loan. The announcement from 
Washington that subscriptions for small 
amounts already accepted foot up to $40, 
000,000 Indicates that the future strain oi 
the money market will be eased, by that 
much.
